The state board of health is noti- 
fying the railroads and all atoek men 
In surrounding territory that dairy 
cows will not be received Into Ken- 
tucky unless the animals are accom- 
I panted by tuberculin certificates 
showing them to be free of the dread 
disease, and the authorities are pre- 
pared to supplement this precaution 
w ith examinations at the end of the 
line in all cases susplcionable. 



bracing tea! It "afford* 220 to 2 40 
cups of beverage at a cost as to 
grade, from one-tenth to half a cent 
a cup."

oil Ticket for t 11 jr ORict-s Sained 
And l(ea*oiiM Are Given for 

Hurress. 



Louisville, Ky., July 26. — By vir- 
tue of the awoepiug order issued to- 
day Kentucky is to be no longer the 
dumping ground for the diseased 
dairy stork of other Mates. The 
12.000 cows which supply milk to 
Louisville and the milk-supplying 
cows throughout the state are to be 
subject to the federal tuberculin test 
and inoculated with tuberculin fluid. 

This announcement wus made to- 
day by Dr. J. N. McCormick, secre- 
tary of the state board of health; 
Dr. U. W. Smock, county health offi- 
cer and secretary of the Jefferson 
county board of health, and Dr. 
Frank T. Elsenman. state veterinar- 
ian. 

They announced that no cows In- 
tended for dairy use will hereafter 
be received Into Kentucky which 
have not been subjected to official 
tuberculin test and declared by certi- 
ficate to be free from tubercular, 
taint. They further announced that 
beginning at once and by the author- 
ity of the proi lamation of July 6. 
issued by the state board of health, 
the dairy cows of Kentucky will be 
examined by commissioned veterin- 
arians. Those found to possess tu- 
bercular taint will be sequestered 
and observed; all others will be in- 
oculated with the tuberculin vaccine 
from the bureau of animal Industry 
at Washington. Dairy stock display- 
ing symptom^ of distinct tuberculosis 
will be destroyed. 

Dr. McCormick has asked the bu- 
reau of animal industry to detail 
from three to five tuberculosis ex- 
perts to Louisville, to assist the local 
and state officials In their work of 
interstate and Intrastate inspection. 
It is believed this request will be 
complied with. 

Dr. McCormick lias announced the 
appointment of the following veter- 
inarians, nominated by the state vet- 
terinarians. and commissioned by the 
state hoard of health, to prosecute 
under the supervision of State Vet- 
erinarian Slsenmun the tuberculosis 
test throughout the state. For the 
Paducah district. Dr. Farley; for 
Shelby county and district. Dd. M. A. 
Purdy: for Owensboro and Daviess 
county ntid district, Dr. J. M. Hen- 
dricks; for Rowliug Groen and War- 
ren county and district. Dr. J. L. 
Topmlller and Dr. J. A. Wallace; for 
Covington V‘l for Kenton and Camp- 
bell counties and districts. Dr. W. E. 
A. Wyman. 

The work in Louisville and Jeffer- 
son county is to be placed in direct 
charge of one veterinary surgeon 
anil three or four assistants. Their j 
names will be announced later. 

Of the tuberculin fluid supplied by! 
the United States .government two 
cubic centimeters are used in one in- 
jection and that one dose Is deemed 
sufficient, it need not be repeated.

The Immense steamboat coaling de- 
vice wan completed today by the West 
Kentucky Coal company and will be 
given the first test tomorrow morn- 
ing The construction work was un- 
der the supervision of Charles Kopf, 
Jr., river salesman for the company. 

The device was converted into a 
modern coaling arrangement from 
the old steam shovel of the company. 
It is the firs* boat coaling plant ever 
operated on the river* here, and will 
be a time and money saver. The 
cost of the coaler amounted to about 

88.000 and has been in the course of 
construction for about five months. 

The teat will be given tomorrow 
morning when the coaler will be tow- 
ed to the dry docks and a supply of 

3.000 bushels of coal deposited on 
the docks. The docks will be taken 
to Helena. Ark.. Wednesday In tow 
of the towboat Charles Turner and 
the coal wUl be to supply the boat. 
Captain H. C. Murnan. of the Helena 
Dry Docks company, while here con- 
tracted for a barge of coal for that 
place. 

The coaler is a perfect piece of 
construction. An immense steam 
shovel lifts coal from tb" barge and 
deposits It Into a hopper, which la set 
on a scale The coal is weighed at 
the same time. From the hopper the 
coal is dumped Into the chute* and 
and ordinary steamboat can be coaled 
In a short time, sending coal Into the 
bumbers or deck room The chutes 
are of metal and In sections of ten 
feet in length. Coal can he deposited 
at a great distance with the exten- 
sion* 

Tills device eliminates the expense 
of laborers and at the same time 
saves over three-fourths of the time 
of coaling boats The coaler was 
built by the company near the site of 
the barge building plant In Met-han- 
Icshurg. It will be used extensively 
In the local harbor.

Time-Honored McOhxI of Blowing 
It Slay Im> Suspended. 



Common, ordinary window glam 
Is one or the few industrial qro- 
ducU of which Uie method of iiiakiug 
has practically remained stationary. 

From time to tlnus attempts have 
been mad* to use mechanical appa- 
ratus for blowing the glass, but the 
results have' been unsatisfactory and 
the old method hi* persisted. 

The workman blows a cylinder of 
gla**, which is then spilt open length- 
wise and carried to a furnace, where 
it opens out under the Influence of 
the heat. A slow process, conse- 
quently expensive, and above all in- 
jurious to the health of the blowers. 

Now an American engineer bus 
Just invented a simple machine, for 
which, when certain dltncultlea are 
overcome, great siircess is hoped. 
The glass is made like paper, then 
a sheet of the paste Is drawn verti- 
cally from the tub, and this a hori- 
zontal cylinder carries over au end- 
less table then Into an annealing 
furnace, from which comes forth nu 
uniuter ii pled band of glass that can 
be cut off in desired leugtbs. 

One the greatest difficulties In this 
method is to prevent the glass paste 
from growing thinner by Its own 
weight as it is drawn from the tub. 
This problem has been solved by 
placing in the tub two balls that ro- 
tate rapidly, from the bottom to the 
top, which has the effect of contin- 
ually drawing maaaee of glass to- 
wards the top. thus counteracting the 
tendency to string down and con- 
tact. 

With this new method a single fur- 
nace can produce twelve tons of glass 
every twenty-four hours and all Its 
service require* Is a watchman, a 
cutter and two lioyg to take away tip- 
pane*. 

Hut the present method of blowing 
i!t would take twenty-four men to 
produce the same result.- Boston 
Sun-Globe.

New cotton has begun to move in 
Southern Texas, and picking will be- 
gin this week as far north as Nava- 
sota. Southern Georgia also ex- 
pert* to Itegin picking this week 

The most marked gains during the 
week were made in Alabama. Geor- 
gia and the Carolina*, where the| 
crop in many instances now make* 
better promise than was at one 
time thought possible.
